Thanksgiving takes on a deeper meaning for all of 
us who realize that not everyone — even In this affluent 
nation of ours — has something to be grateful for, as 
the more fortunate of us celebrate Thanksgiving, 1970. 

In many parts of the world, the people have never orny. 
heard of Thanksgiving. It is not a time of feast and 
plenty, for many have barely enough to eat. 

Individuals and groups can share the good things of 
life with some needy child by joining Save the Children 
Federation’s (SCF) “family” of nearly 20,000 Americans 
who sponsor children in various corners of the world.

Business Is Up 
In So. California 


John E. Ingersoll, direc¬ 
tor, Federal Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotics, cites the recent case 
of a pot-.smoking automobile 
driver who stopped his car 
in sheer panic "because he 
thought ho was upside 
down,” In another ca.se Di¬ 
rector Ingersoll said “a driv¬ 
er couldn’t find- the brake 
pedal because there seemed 
to be a pillow between his 
foot and the pedal.” Other 
drivers, who’d smoked mari- 
jua.na, reported thinki.ng 
they were traveling 40 miles 
per hour when in reality 
they were doing 80! 

After many painful ox,peri- 
ences among servicemen, the 
Dept, of Defense Information 
Service warn.s military per¬ 
sonnel that "The use of mar¬ 
ijuana is particularly hazar¬ 
dous. For one thing, response 
to a.n emergeincy becomes 
unpredictable. A pot smoker 
at the wheel of an automo¬ 
bile makes it a deadly wea¬ 
pon to others, and a booby 
tran to himself." 


It is considered significant 
that ma.ny doctors are re¬ 
tracting their former state¬ 
ments supporting leniency 
and the effort to minimize 
the effects of marijuana an 
the liiiman mind and body. 
Pushers of marijuana are, in 
my opinion, more dangerous 
tlian mad dogs. 

“The only way to avoid 
ending up as a drug addict 
is to use plai.n common 
sense . . . and not to start,” 
the Bureau of Narcotics Gior¬ 
dano states. “You do not 
learn to keep away from ad¬ 
diction by experimenting 
with it. If you do experi¬ 
ment, it will more than like- 
l.v get a stranglehold on you. 
Ordinarily, a youngster is 
tempted first with mari¬ 
juana cigarettes. He may not 
oven know they are dqpe. 
Never lot anyone persuade 
you to smoke even one mari¬ 
juana cigarette. It is pure 
poison. Sooner or later, some¬ 
one, usually an older person 
who is already addicted, 
makes it easy to try heroin, 
addiction to which is Indeed 
a living death,” concludes 
Mr. Giordano. 


“The facts about mari¬ 
juana are being witheld 
from the public,” states Hen¬ 
ry L. Giordano of the Feder¬ 
al Bureau of Narcotics, add¬ 
ing that some self-appoi.ntod 
authorities are apparently 
playing d-own the real dan¬ 
gers of marijuana use so 
that the nation may be 
sleeping while our younger 
genoratiati t'.unes in” on 
pot. 

After 15 years of research 
and eight years lecturing 
and writing on the illegal 
sale and use of drugs and 
narcotics, I consider it juve¬ 
nile and foolish to minimize 
the effects of marjuana on 
the human body a,nd mind. 
There is far too much docu¬ 
mented evidence to the con¬ 
trary, broadly based on the 
tragic experiences of mil¬ 
lions of uninformed people. 
Some exam,plcs of this evi¬ 
dence:

the young affluent wliite teen-ager. He understands too 
clearly our hypocrisies, but rather than working to rectify 
them, ho goes to extremes —- the major: heroin; the 
minor; pot and motorcycles.” 

’Tircse aro the words of a white former- teenager 
who IS working to rectify things . . . specifically the 
job probk'ms of minorities in tlio ghetto. Ho is James 
Murray, who gave up his position as economic develop¬ 
ment manager of tire San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to go into a Negro business in the city’s Hunters 
Point area. 

Murray’s job with the Chamber involved him in 
two somewliat polarized responsibilities; commercial de¬ 
velopment, with its international trips and associations 
witli k(!y business figures, and industrial development, 
which exposed him to the prolrlems of urban renewal. 
'Hiat latter exposure really got to him. “1 decided to 
step into the practU-al side of urban renewal and start 
a business in a ghetto with people who otliorwiso would 
have no opportunity to work.” 

Tire business ire started with another former Cham¬ 
ber officer, A1 Hicks, a black, makes shipping boxes 
and wooden pallets used in material handling. It was 
the unemployable which has defeated so many v/oll-in- 
tioned efforts to create jobs: the ability to sustain the 
interest of the minority group worker. 

Murray and Hicks were not alone in their venture. 
Their business is located in a warehouse leased from 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company at a token rent. An 
example, as Murray puts it, of how “PG(&E has taken 
the loadcrsliip in helping new businesses develop m ghetto 

•rcas.” .. 

The Murray story is greatly encouraging. 'With the 
dedicated efforts of private citizens and private indus¬ 
try, a very realistic approach to creation of employ¬ 
ment for the “unemployable” is being mounted. 


Research material from 
Student Health Service, Cal¬ 
ifornia State College at Los 
Angeles, concurs, adding 
“'Typic-ally, the user hopes 
for greater personal insights 
to make life more meaning¬ 
ful. But what he gets is only 
a distortion of reality . . . 
a state of intoxication, con¬ 
fusion, d'i.stortlon of time and 
space, loss of judgment and 
memory . . . sometimes se¬ 
vere depression, fear of 
death, panic . . . tlieso aro 
marijuana’s effects on the 
nervous .system.” 

Most ominous evidence of 
all comes from HEW’s Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental 
Health, which early in 1970 
reported that "current re¬ 
search is t-urnlng u,p trouble¬
